LONG-MOOTED plans for more than 
1,000 homes between Banbury and 
Bodicote have taken a step forward. 

Developers have advertised for a 
housebuilder to take on the Bankside 
scheme for 1,070 homes at farmland off 
Oxford Road. 

Residents fought the plans for more than a 
decade, fearing it would remove the divide 
between Banbury and their village. 

Yet Cherwell District Council backed the 
site to help meet its housing targets and gave 
planning permission in 2009. 

Development did not begin as a series of 
detailed permissions were needed and the 
housing industry was hit by the recession. 

Now, Gallagher Estates and Hal lam Land 
Management are seeking bids by September 
20 for the 184-acre site. 

The "Longford Park" development would 
also include a pub, primary school, office 
and retail space, place of worship and hall. 

Bodicote Parish Council chairman Ron 
Glynn said: "I can't see how Oxford Road is 
going to take more traffic. It is the busiest 
road in the town.

"Bodicote would be doubled in size. The 
village will not get anything out of it at all."

there is a "reasonable expectation" work 
will start. This is a key reason officers urged 
councillors to approve 70 homes north of 
The Bourne and 28 at DJ Stanton 
Engineering in Hook Norton. 

Hook Norton Parish Council chairman 
David Shepley-Cuthbert said: "I think the 
estates in Banbury aren't a goer, so they are 
saying let's dump it on the villages." 

Other plans include 145 homes south of 
the town by the Salt Way path off Bloxham 
Road, which is set to be decided on appeal. 

The council also refused permission for 


65 homes in Milton Road, Adderbury, and 
then won an appeal. But it lost another 
appeal over 82 at Cotesfield Farm in 
Bodicote. 

Roland Bratt, who owns the Bodicote 
land, said: "If the Government doesn't put 
pressure on councils to deliver housing, then 
they will never get the houses built." 

Developments are vital to provide 
affordable homes and cut the council's 
4,000-strong waiting list, he said. Just 415 
people were found homes in 2011/12. 

Michael Gibbard, CDC member for 
planning, said he was pleased to see 
movement on the Bankside plan.

Emmaunella Hinneh meets Olympic torch bearer Dave Earle

WITH tales of Olympic torches 
selling for up to £3,000 each on 
ebay, you couldn't really blame 
some of Oxfordshire's 
torchbearers for making a quick 
buck. But for many people, 
those torches are much more 
valuable. 

Will Traves, 13, from Banbury,was 
nominated for the Olympic honour 
by his mum, Beverley, who wanted 
to thank him for the way he cares 
for his sister, Victoria, who has 
special needs. 

Will, a pupil at Warriner School, 
Bloxham, said: "I still have my torch 
and there's no way I would sell it or 
give it away. 

"The week after the Olympic 
relay I took it to school every day 
and showed it off in class and 
assembly. Next week I am taking it 
to the Let's Play summer scheme in 
Banbury for disabled children, so 
they can see it too." 

Fellow carrier Dave Earle's 
Olympic Torch has made him a 
'mini celebrity'. The gym owner 
from Banbury said he would not be 
parted with it "for the world". 

He said: "Since July 10, when I 
ran with it through Wallingford, this 
torch has been by my side 
constantly. 

"I've been to fetes with it, where 
I've sat for hours while people take 


pictures of me, I've taken it to old 
people's homes, to schools, and 
from Monday I am putting it in 
Banbury Museum for a month, so 
everyone can see it." 

Mr Earle, 48, was nominated after 
years of work with youngsters and 
young offenders. 

He said: "My mum died through 
alcohol and my dad died young too, 
leaving us kids behind. I was 
determined other kids weren't going 
to end up like let that and have 
worked to help kids make the best 
of their lives, through clubs, through 


boxing and I've also worked with 
young offenders too." 

Mr Earle owns the Spit n Sawdust 
Gym in Bar Street, Banbury, and 
even takes his torch to work with 
him. 

He said: "Running in the relay 
with the torch was one of the best 
days of my life. I took over from the 
celebrity chef Raymond Blanc and 
ran 300 metres and the crowds were 
incredible. 

"I will keep my torch until I die 
and then leave it to my four 
children. It's very special."

100th birthday party 
for TV pioneer 


AN engineer who helped 
pioneer the early days of 
television enjoyed 
celebrations on Friday to 
mark his 100th birthday. 

Andy Andrews worked 
alongside John Logie Baird at the 
forefront of the invention. 

He was there as the first 
public television service was 
broadcast, and was also there 
the night the inventor's 
laboratories burned at the 
Crystal Palace fire in 1936. 

But he says Baird might not 
have been too impressed with 
his invention today. 

Mr Andrews said: "He was a 
great man really. He was my 
hero. He had a great sense of 
humour and was a very nice 
man to be working with. 

"I enjoyed that time 
wonderfully, there was a real 
sense of excitement and pride 
about what we were doing. 

"We often thought about the 
impact it would have but we all 


mind. We knew it was a 
marvellous invention and we 
were just proud to be part of it." 

Mr Andrews worked at Baird's 
company until 1939, when war 
broke out. He worked in 
communications during the war 
and was the co-inventor of the 
world's smallest microphone, 
used in the helmets of pilots. 

He married his late wife, 
Winnifred Gair, in 1939, and had 
one daughter, Valerie. 

Mr Andrews said his wife was 
his "best friend" and the reason 
behind his long and happy life. 

He said: "The secret to a long 
life is marrying a nice lady and 
also cod liver oil. When my 
mother made me have some, I 
told her I didn't like it but she 
said: 'You will jolly well drink it 
until you do.' 

"I've had some every day since 
and I'm still here. My sister Doris 
did too and she's 102." 

He added: "Often my mind 
wanders back to those early days, 
they were happy hours spent in 
those labs."

Robbers are jailed

TWO men who drunkenly robbed a 
convenience store have been jailed 
for a total of almost seven years. 

Andrew Davies wielded a hammer as 
he and Nathan Moreby threw punches at 
two workers in the Mace Store in Bridge 
Street, Banbury. 

The pair were sentenced at Oxford 
Crown Court on Wednesday, August 8. 

Davies, 39, of Speedwell Street in 
Oxford, admitted robbery, damaging 
property and having an offensive weapon 
- the hammer - in public. 

Moreby, 28 of Conway Drive, 

Banbury, admitted robbery. 

Prosecutor Rachel Drake said Davies 
and Moreby were in the store with friend 
Lee McDermott shortly before 1 am on 
December 28. 

After "loitering close to where alcohol 
is stored", the group went outside and 
caused a disturbance, which shop worker 
Ali Abas Shah went to investigate. 

Miss Drake said: "When Mr Shah 
came back into the store he was 
followed by the men saying they would 
smash his face in, and warning him not 
to call police." 

Davies and Moreby then threw 
punches at Mr Shah and fellow member 
of staff Muhammad Chughtai. 

After the pair fled with a couple of 


bottles of spirits, Davies pulled out a 
hammer from his back pocket and 
returned to the shop, waving it at the two 
members of staff. 

Miss Drake said Davies was kept away 
from the shopkeepers by Mr McDermott, 
who was not prosecuted. Davies then 
smashed the store's front door as he left. 

The court was told Davies has a 
number of previous convictions, 


including being jailed for 27 months for 
two robberies. 

Moreby was also involved in the same 
incident and was jailed for 18 months for 
wounding and causing actual bodily 
harm. 

Graham Bennett, defending Davies, 
said his client "would say it never started 
out as any plan of robbery, there was 
only a plan to steal some alcohol". 


Clare Evans, defending Moreby, said 
her client "had absolutely no knowledge 
of, or any possession of, any weapons". 

She said Moreby was a "charming 
young man" and that the robbery was a 
"clearly foolish spur-of-the-moment 
drunken plan to steal alcohol". 

Judge Michael Gledhill jailed Davies 
for four years and four months, and 
locked up Moreby for 30 months.

Pigs are now 
too pricey for 
our farmers 


■ Industry suffers over 
the rising cost of feed 


PIG farmers in 
Oxfordshire have warned 
they are in danger of 
going bust because of 
rising feed prices. 

The county has a long 
tradition of pig farming and 
even pioneered the practice 
of pigs living outside in half 
moon huts in the 1970s. 

But the county's pig 
population has dropped from 
177,257 in 1975 to 79,000 in 
2009. 

According to the National 
Pig Association, about ten per 
cent of Oxfordshire's small to 
medium-sized producers 
could be forced to leave the 
industry this year because of 
the rising cost of wheat, 
which is used to make pig 
feed and has increased in 
price by about a quarter after 
bad seasons in the US and UK. 

Supermarkets have also 
been blamed for putting pig 
farmers under added pressure 
by sourcing cheaper but less 
stringently produced pork 
products from outside the UK.

Mother-of-two Louise 
Davidson, 55, of Oathill 
Farm, near Enstone, was 
forced to give up pig farming 
in 2007, when she could no 
longer make it pay. Her family 
had farmed pigs since 1924. 

She said: "The situation is 
awful for pig farmers. But if 
Tesco and Sainsbury can buy 
their pork cheaper from the 
Eastern Europe, then that it 
what is going to happen. 

"Not so long ago there was 
a real pig farming community 
in Oxfordshire and we would 
stay in touch. But now all my 
friends that were part of it are 
out of it. It is very sad." 

Zoe Davies, general 
manager of the National Pig 
Association, said the only real 
hope for small- and medium¬ 
sized pig farms was if 
shoppers and supermarkets 
got behind them. No one from 
the major supermarket chains 
was available to comment.

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■ Pupils plant spring bulbs as part of real science experiment 


Blooming good fun!

SCHOOLS across Oxfordshire are 
being offered the chance to take 
part in a live science experiment, 
and practise their gardening skills 
to boot. 

Last year the Yarnton-based Edina Trust 
worked with three primary schools in 
Oxfordshire and 11 more across 
England, Scotland and Wales on a 
climate change study called the 
Bulb Project. 

After the pilot project, which included 
work in Stanford in the Vale, Hill View in 
Banbury and Harwell primary schools, 
the charity is extending the scheme to 12 
county schools, and 38 in Lancashire, 
Fife and Midlothian. 

The idea is that schools are given 
daffodil and crocus bulbs to plant in pots 
and in the ground. 

All bulbs are planted at the same time 
in October, then it is down to children to 
record temperature and rainfall each day 
until the bulbs flower. 

Tanya Gujral, of the Edina Trust, said: 
"We found there were differences 
between the whole of the UK in terms of 
when the plants flowered but also 
differences between the plants in the 
ground and the ones in pots. 

"It was a small pilot and we felt we 
needed to expand it a lot more to get 


more accurate results, and we have 
come up with some hypotheses that we 
are going to test." 

Results from last year showed that the 
Welsh bulbs came up first, followed by 
the English bulbs, including those in 
Oxfordshire. 

Miss Gujral said: "We don't know 
what the outcomes will be so the schools 


are really contributing to the project and 
helping us find out the answers - it is a 
real science investigation. 

"The children will feel they are part of 
a live experiment and it's something 
that's relevant to them which they can 
see happening in front of them." 

Schools will be equipped with kits 
containing a digital camera, plant labels, 


a garden centre voucher and signpost. 

The schools signed up for 2012-2013 
are Rose Hill, St Nicholas, Windale, 
Windmill, Larkrise and SS Philip and 
James in Oxford, Ladygrove Park and 
Manor in Didcot, Northbourne in 
Abingdon, RAF Benson and, for the 
second year running, Stanford in the 
Vale and Harwell.

Suicide verdict on 
teenager who was 
upset at break-up 


A TEENAGER who hanged himself 
was upset over a break-up, an 
inquest heard. 

Daniel Macki’s shocked parents 
returned from a shopping trip to 
find the 18-year-old’s body in their 
family home in Alma Road, 
Banbury. 

Speaking at the inquest into her 
son’s death, Daniel’s mother Anna 
Macka said that he had broken up 
with his pregnant girlfriend and 
was struggling with the separation. 

“I know he was upset about the 
situation between him and his 
girlfriend,” Mrs Macka told the 
hearing at Oxford Coroner’s Court 
on Tuesday. 

“She was pregnant at the time 
and he really wanted the baby.” 

Mrs Macka said that although 
her son had been depressed in the 
past, he had been happier in the 
week before his death, on April 13 
this year. 

She said that she and Daniel had 
enjoyed a shopping trip into 
Banbury, the morning before he 
was found dead. 

“He was so happy that morning, 
not only that morning but the last 
week he was completely different,” 
she said. 

The teenager had eaten lunch 
with his parents before they went 
out for the afternoon, and during 


their time away from the house 
Mrs Macka had tried to call her 
son to ask him to walk the family 
dog, but got no reply. 

Police and paramedics rushed to 
the house, but could do nothing to 
save Daniel. 

He had not left a suicide note, 
but there were no signs of any 
break-in or third party involvement. 

A post-mortem examination 
revealed that Daniel’s cause of 
death had been hanging, and that 
he had not drunk alcohol or taken 
illegal drugs before he died. 

The inquest heard that Daniel 
had used cannabis in the past, and 
in June of last year was rushed to 
hospital after he took an overdose 
of painkillers. 

Daniel was seeing a mental 
health nurse prior to his death, and 
during an appointment in March of 
this year had said that he felt 
much happier. 

Oxfordshire coroner Darren 
Salter said that he was sure that 
Daniel, whose family were 
originally from Poland, had 
committed suicide. 

“I have noted from the evidence 
that there was no sign of a suicide 
note but, nevertheless, I am 
satisfied that Daniel intended to 
take his own life,” he said.

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Victims step forward 


■ Surge in reporting domestic 
abuse following campaign 


ONE violent attack an hour was 
reported in Oxfordshire during a 
campaign to crack down on 
domestic violence. 

There were nearly 1,500 reports of 
domestic abuse in Oxfordshire between 
May and July - up by seven per cent on 
the same period last year. 

Last night experts and victims of 
domestic violence reacted with mixed 
emotions to the figures. 

Some believe they show more people

coming forward to report attacks but 
others have questioned whether there 
is an underlying rise in violence in 
the home. 

Thames Valley Police launched the 
62-day campaign in partnership with 
Crimestoppers and local campaigners to 
encourage people to come forward. 

The police detective tasked with 
targeting domestic abuse 
said she believed the 
increase was due to more 
victims coming forward, but 
admitted it was impossible 
to prove. 

Detective Superintendent 
Nora Holford, Thames 
Valley Police's head of 
protecting vulnerable 
people, said: "An increase 
in reports of domestic abuse 
in a certain context could 
mean there are more 
incidents of it. 

"But we are fairly certain 
this increase is because of 
the campaign. That's because 
the increase is so stark." 

Between May 14, 2012, 
and July 14, 2012, there 
were 1,495 reported cases 
of domestic abuse in 
Oxfordshire - 108 more 
than during the same period 
last year.

Crown Court, has 
previously spoken out about 
the need for more victims to 
come forward. 

Reacting to the results of 
the latest campaign, he 
said: "People hold back 
about reporting domestic 
abuse through fear of being 
thought to be interfering. 

"It is unlikely that there 
is more domestic abuse 
taking place and it is much 
more likely that there is 
more reporting of it, which 


is a good thing." 

The campaign included 
putting up posters and 
taking out adverts across the 
county to direct victims, 
neighbours or other family 
members to a dedicated 
website encouraging them 
to report violence and 
offering help and support. 

Liz Jones, a domestic 
abuse support co-ordinator, 
worked on the campaign. 

She said: "We will be 
keeping an eye on it to see 


how things develop." 

Across the whole 
Thames Valley region there 
was an increase in reports 
of domestic abuse by eight 
per cent - the other 
counties in the region, 
Berkshire and 
Buckinghamshire, saw an 
increase of four per cent 
and 12 per cent 
respectively. 

It comes as popular soap 
Coronation Street includes a 
storyline featuring the 


violent relationship 
between characters Tyrone 
Dobbs and his fiancee 
Kirsty Soames. 

Thames Valley Police said 
it could not identify how 
many incidents were 
against men and how many 
were against women.
